TO BRAZIL REBELS 


Hoover Issues Embargo 
Proclamation at  In- 
stance of Brazilian Gov- 
ernment. ? 


WASHINGTON,” Oct. 22.-(>)— 
Acting upon a plea of the Brazilian 
government, President Hoover im- 
posed today an embargo on shipments 
of arms and munitions to Brazil—the 
first time in American diplomatic his- 
tory such a limitation has been placed 
on exportations of arms to a South 
American republic. 

The embargo was contained in a 
proclamation signed by President Hoo- 
ver and countersigned and sealed by 
Secretary Stimson. 

It carries the proviso that ship- 
ments could be made to Brazil under 
licenses granted by the secretary of 
state, which, in effect, would prevent 
shipments to any Brazilians other 
than those. representing the adminis- 
tration of President Washington Luis,

BOS FOUND NRE 
SUGCUMB TO HURTS 


Frightful Deaths Overtake 
Carolina Youths Near 
Memphis. 


MEMPHIS, Tenn., Oct. 22.—(/)— 
Lonely swamp.lands on the Arkansas 
bank of the -Mississippi:river today 
disclosed the bodies of two young 
men, unconscious and burning alive in 
u fire of sticks and brush. Both died 
this evening of their injuries. 

One of the dead youths, seemingly 
about 19 years old, had in his pockets 
two letters addressed to Burton Hens- 
ley, Bald Creek, N. C.: the other had 
a diary in the name of Woodrow Wil- 
son, of Bald Creek. 


Found By Woodchoppers. 


Two woodchoppers found them, and 
removed them from the flames. The 
heads of both were clotted with blood 
and physicians at a Memphis hos- 
pital said both seemed to have been 
beaten. Any money they may have 
carried had been taken. 

A salt shaker, flecked with red 
stains, was found near the fire. Noth- 
ing else was found to indicate wheth- 
er they had been camping there. 

The diary. contained entries tracing 
an automobile journey. It indicated 
the youths left: Sheffield, Ala., last 
Monday. The last entry showed the 
purchase of gasoline and oil at Steven- 
son, Ala. ; 

Mention of the gasoline and oil and 
the discovery that one of*the youths 
possessed automobile keys and a ring 
with the sales fag® of a Winston- 
Salem, N. C.,. automobile firm, led 
to a search for their automobile. It 
was not near the spot where the 
bodies were discovered. 

Feet Still Burning. 

The bodies were found about a mile 
from the Arkansas approach to the 
Harahan bridge, which spans the 
Mississippi here. The dead man’s 
body lay. with one side in the fire, 
deeply burned. The other lay across 
a log, with his feet burning. 

The woodchoppers summoned W. P. 
Smith, railway special officer, who 
said he could find nothing to tell 
how they got into the fire. Ambu- 
lance attendants who brought them 
here found only the letters and the 
diary. Both letters were signed 
“Irene,” and were dated at Day Book, 
N. C. One was written October 16, 
the other October 13. 

At the top of one was written, “In 


‘' school.” 


“I miss you so. I sure wish I 
could be with you,” it said. 

A scrap of poetry, apparently writ- 
ten by the owner, was+found with 
the letters. 

Physicians said the youths appar- 
ently were beaten six or eight hours 
before the bodies were found at 2? 
p. m. Neither was bound, and only 
the head blows gave any indication 
of an attack. 

Crittenden county, Arkansas, au- 
thorities -were notified and began an 
investigation. 

YOUTHS LEFT HOME OCT. 14 
FOR TOUR IN AUTOMORILE 

BALD CREEK, N. C., Oct. 22.— 
Woodrow 8. Wilson and Byrton Hens- 
ley, reported victims of a mysterious 
attack near Memphis, Tenn., left their 
homes here October 14 in an automo- 
bile, relatives said today. 

The pair, both students in the local 
high school, and of the same age, 17 
years, first drove to Greenville, S. C., 
where they visited the former's father, 
M. M. Wilson, a textile worker. 

After a short stay in Greenville, 
the youths visited relatives in Ashe- 
ville Friday night. They left the next 
m-.-ning, saying they planned to re- 
turn home. On Monday, W. M. Hens- 
ley, a farmer, received a card from his

Then came the war and prices 
for cotton soared so high that farmers lost sight of food crops 
and other money*producing agricultural staples. | 

After the war cotton dropped and the farmers found them- 
selves not only unable to meet their financial obligations but 
facing a serious situation for the new crop. 

It was then that W. J. Vereen called in other bankers of . 
the city and county and a diversified program worked out and 
submitted to the farmers at a mass meeting. 
cepted and began at once to put it into effect. 

The farm program, submitted to the farmers and backed by 
the bankers with renewed loans and additional advances for the 
new crop and which is still in force, although developed to a 
higher degree by producing greater crops per acre, follows:

the exposition that Georgia’s cotton 
acreage must be cut in half and pure- 
bred live stock made one of the states 
major industries. 

The success of one Colquitt county 
farmer, J. Sims, residing near 
Moultrie, was pointed out to visitors 
today as Moultrie’s explanation of 
Colquitt county’s prosperity program. 

Farmer Sims has 50 acres of land. 
This year he planted but 19 of those 
acres in cotton. -Off of five acres 
he raised 10 bales of cotton. — 

That brought Farmer Sims his cash. 
On the remaining acres he raised corn, 
tobacco and truck crops. He also sent 
to market dairy products and live 
stock. 

He followed the “Multrie plan” as 
closely as humanly possible and at- 
tributes his success on his 50 acres 
to intensive fertilization and close co- 
operation with the county agent and 
the State College of Agriculture. 

Sims was one of those farmers the 
Moultrie bankers backed because he 
adopted their balanced, diversified 
program that provides a cash market 
for crops throughout the year when 
the growers co-operate. 

Exhibits Prove Statemeats. 

During the earlier hours of the day 


the visitors made a tour of the ex- 
hibits of agricultural products and 


were given a picture of the. progress 


of diversification. 

Later they visited the huge pack- 
ing plant that has played such an 
important part in the county’s suc- 
cess as a live stock raising section. 
Here 250,000 head of live stock are 
prepared annually for the market. 

The visitors also visited the stock 
yards, where hundreds of pure-bred 
cattle and hogs were on display and 
an explanation given that when a 
farmer desires to purchase such stock 
and needs the money the Moultrie 
banks provide it, if he adopts the 
“Moultrie plan” and carries out his 
agreements, 

At 11 o’clock the visitors were wel- 
comed in an address by W, J. Vereen, 
prominent Moultrie banker andthe 
man given credit for first starting the 
Colquitt 
county a model for the whole state. 

“We welcome you to a county with- 
out a vacant farm,” said Mr. Vereen, 
“and to a town without a vacant 
house. 

“This statement that Colquitt coun- 
ty hasn’t a vacant farm and Moul- 
trie hasn’t an empty house does mean 
that we have in this county people 
who realize that we have wonderful 
soil and climate and that with good 
management and hard work profits 
can be made year in and year out 
on the farm. 

“And further, we have no quitters 
or pessimists. Colquitt farmers be- 
lieve in the old saying: ‘There is 
more in the man than there is in the 
land,’ ”’ 
W. T. Anderson, in his response 
to the welcome by Mr. Veveen, in 
speaking for the hundreds of visitors 
present said that the reduction in 
cotton acreage and the production of 
pure-bred live stock were the secret, 
of Colquitt’s success and that this 
could be duplicated in every county in 
Georgia if the farmers will diversify. 

“Reduce cotton acreage. Put cows 
on the extra acres,” he said. “Geor- 
gia spends $100,000,000 annually on 
out-of-the-state products that can be 
grown here as well. Keep this money 
at home by growing less cotton and 
more products for which there is ‘a 
ready cash market. 

“Georgia farmers bring $250,000,- 
0O0O worth of farm products into 
towns and cities of the state each 
year and in a large part this can not 
be sold readily because of the lack of 
marketing facilities. 

“The fault is with ourselves of the 
city, rather than the producer.” 

Mr. Anderson urged the civic clubs 
of Georgia to serve only Georgia prod- 
ucts at their luncheons and to carry 
the idea of buying home-grown. prod- 
ucts into the homes. “Pack your 
pantries with Georgia produced foods,” 
he urged.

eraes, that revolutionary forces had 
broken the federal lines in Sao Paulo- 
Parana at Itarare and other points. 
(Communiques from Rio de Janeiro 
assert -the strongly fortified federa! 
line running through Itarare, Riberia 
and Ourinhos is resisting all at- 
tacks.) 

Another hot battle sector is near 
the juncture of the states of Minas 
Geraes, Sao Paulo and Rio de Janeiro. 
In that vicinity rebels yesterday oc- 
cupied Cruziero, an important junc- 
tion 125 miles from Rio de Janeiro, 
thereby cutting railway communica- 
tion between Sao Paulo and Rio de 
Janeiro. A large federal force was 
defeated. 

Today a strong revolutionary force 
under Lieutenant Colonel Gabriel 
Marques fell upon a company of fed- 
eral infantry and two companies of 
Sao Paulo state police near Passa 
Quatro, defeating them decisively. 
Passa Quatro is a trifle north of 
Cruziero and also is an important 
railway point in the region between 
the two great federal cities. 


In this battle the rebels claimed the 
capture.of many prisoners, including 
a Major Newton and three other offi- 
cers; the wounding of a number of 
federals, and the capture of rifles 
and machine guns. 


To the west of this, on the other 
side of the southern projection of 
Minas Geraes, the rebels declare that 
federal forces which captured the 
towns of Muzambinho and Monte Belle 
were driven out today. The capture 
of the Saltos railway tunnel, on an 


important line in 
Geraes, also was announced and was 
hailed as a definite strategic victory. 
FEDERAL BATTLE LINES 

ARE DECLARED HOLDING 

RIO DE JANEIRO, Oct. 22.—@) 
With the Brazilian federal battle 
lines declared to be holding in the 
hotly contested Sao Paulo-Parana sec- 
tor, the government today announced 
that a new offensive was being 
planned against the rebels in south- 
ern Minas Geraes, 

The rebels now are struggling to 
cut off all railway communications 
between “Rio de Janeiro and Sao 
Paulo. Engagements have been fought 
in the last two days at Cruzeiro ani 
Passa Quatro. 

To halt this invasion federal troops 
from several points converged today 
at Itajuba, in the lower projection of 
Minas Geraes, near Cruzeiro and 
Passa Quatro, and are preparing to 
move in defense of the region. 

All government communiques stress 
that the loyal forces of President 
Washington Luis are successfully op- 
posing the revolution which began in 
southern states because of dissatis- 
faction with the spring elections. 

Two attempts of rebel troops to 
cross the Sengues bridges near Itarare 
were repulsed. 

Airplanes are credited with much of 
the government's success. They are 
flying cofstantly over interior Pa- 
rana and other rebel areas, mapping 
the terrain and observing military 
preparations, while others aid in bat- 
tles by bombing and machine gun 
strafing.

Hitler’s 


Career. 

The personality of Adqlph Hitler, 
chief of the facists in Germany, who 
won a signal victory at the polls, in- 
trigues the reading public in the reich. 
Nearly all the newspapers are pub- 
lishing details on his life and career. 
After deducting what political sym- 
pathy or hostility may have added to 
exaggerate or diminish his reputation, 
the life story of Hitler, as gleaned 
from the German press, comes down 
to this: He was born in 1889 in Brau- 
nau, Austria. His father was a cus- 
toms agent and his mother a Czech 
lady. Nobody seems to have any in- 
formation on Hitler’s youth. It is 
supposed that his education was con- 
fined to a primary school. At the age 
of 16, the future creator of the nation- 
alist-socialist movement landed in 
Vienna, where he got a job as ap- 
prentice with a house painter. When 
the trumpets blew the call to arms 
in 1914, young Hitler went to bar- 
racks, but he deserted before his regi- 
ment was sent to the front. He jus- 
tified his desertion in later years by 
declaring that he could not, in con- 
science, serve a country which was 
not totally Germanic in composition. 
It seems further that Hitler served as 
a volunteer in the Bavarian army, 
but this period of his existence is also 
shrouded in obscurity. Only the com- 
munists, his present-day foes, think 
they know what he was doing during 
that time, but this is probably slan- 
der.

Many men, uncommonly successful as foremen, fail as chief execu- 
tives because they are jealous of their authority. 

They are not content to instruct their captains and leave to these 
lesser dignitaries the task of dealing with privates. They are afraid the 
captains will feel too important, or actually assume authority to use 
their own discretion. | 

They pretend that their constant supervision of detail and their fre- 
quent revision of the orders given by subordinates are prompted by the 
conviction that they alone are competent to manage things well, but 
the truth is they are unwilling to share their glory. 

They disrupt the organization and exhaust themselves within a year. 
And when they are removed to sanitariums or graveyards, the popular 
assumption is that the weight of great responsibilities broke them. The 
thing that broke them, however, was meddling—the frenzied activity 
made necessary by their unwillingness to delegate authority. 

They could not assume the big-boss attitude because they had little- 
boss minds. They tried to do the work of ten little bosses because they 
wanted everybody to understand who was big boss. 

That same small-caliber jealousy is the quality that makes many men 
unhappy and unbearable as husbands. 

An editor of one of the great monthly magazines said a few years 
ago: “I wish my wife would take full responsibility for the home. I'd 
like to hand her a check for running expenses and then dismiss the 
whole business from my mind and let her run the place to suit herself.” 

That is the attitude of an experienced and successful executive. He 
wishes to save his energies for problems of his own caliber. 

But a smaller man is afraid his wife and his friends will forget that 
he is boss. Decisions made without his approval hurt his vanity. If 
his wife hangs a picture without consulting him, the act seems equiva- 
lent to an assertion that he isn’t essential. It smacks of insubordination. 

Because his smallness requires frequent demonstrations of his au- 
thority, he snoops in the kitchen, demands an explanation of grocery 
bills, meddles in all the minutiae of household affairs. 

Perhaps he can’t help it, for a man is no larger than the terms he 
thinks in, and the thickness of a potato peeling may seem vital to a man 
with that kind of mind, 

In any case he is a pest, and men of his type should do the house-

One of the biographers of Clemen- 
ceau tells that he once saw the Tiger 
weep; this happened in the Vendee 
as he stood before the cupboard in 
which his grandfather used to keep 
the preserves and from which little 
Georges used to get a spoonful of jam 
boy. Ina 
little book called ‘“‘Vendee Types” from 
the pen of M. Clemenceau, the manu- 
script of which was found among his 
papers, the Tiger shows little of that 
melancholy sentimentality of the cup- 
board. Still there is a sensitiveness 
in his description of the men and wem- 
en of the Vendee which balances be- 
tween derision and pity. He also re- 
veals his own heart as it beats for his 
fellow humans. Some pages drop off 
into a tedious moralistic-philosophic 
scholarship, for that was Clemen- 
ceau's weakness. Yet it is a book 
worth reading. For it is full of life 
and truthful observation. One would 
call it a masterpiece, if that term had 
still any value. ‘The peasant types 
stand out in clear relief. The stories 
are told with amazing simplicity. ‘fo 
depict the peasant that way, Clemen- 
eeau had to love him. It is perhaps 
interesting to observe that whenever 
the blustering old Tiger, whose fero- 
ciousness was only a mask after all, 
set himself to write of human becings 
and not of polities, he chose as his sub- 
ject life's humble ones. It is little 
known that he started out in life, with

It is my understanding that 
Pontius Pilate was a Roman, 
his wife a believer in Christ, and 
that it was customary in those 
days at a certain feast to release 
a person condemned to death. 
Christ had been tried three times 
by the Jewish priesthood, repfe- 
sented by their High Priest and 
the Sanhedrin, found guilty of 
blasphemy, and condemned to 
death. He was also tried three 
times by Pilate, representing the 
Roman civil authority, and was 
found not guilty of any civil of- 
fense. Pilate, because of his wifes 
pleadings and Christ's innocence, 
desired to release him. The Jew- 
ish priesthood, however, demand- 
ed that he be crucified, and a 
brigand or robber be released in 
His place. Still Pilate temporized, 
whereupon the Jews covertly 
threatened him with impeach- 
ment, compelling him to yield to 
their wishes. To signify that he 
did not desire Christ’s death Pi- 
late washed his hands in a bowl 
of water, indicating that he did 
not assume any responsibility for 
any guilt in the matter. While 
the execution was ordered by Pi- 
late and carried cut by Roman 
soldiers, they were merely the 
instruments of the law. The 
Jewish priesthood rushed the cru- 
cifixion through at 9 o'clock in 
the morning, before the masses of

the people who were believers in 
Christ, could interfere to prevent 
it. The Jewish priesthood could 
have saved Christ, but they want- 
ed him out of the way, inasmuch 
as he threatened their supremacy. 

I hold no brief against Jews, as 
such, and what they did in this 
instance is not chargeable in any 
way to their descendants of to- 
day. But is it not true, when 
you get down to the basic fact, 
that the Jews of Christ’s day were 
directly responsible for his death?

Do you favor the enactment by 
congress of a bill to compel the 
registration of all aliens living in 
the United States? Is not that 
an infringement on the freedom 
this country has always enjoyed. 
| Seven million aliens reside in the 
| United States, a certain percentage 
_ being here temporarily. Attempts have 
been made to establish compulsory and 
voluntary registration of all aliens. 

Two of the three bills now re-ding 
before congress provide for their vol- 
/untary registration, and the third if 
passed would make registration com- 
| pulsory. 
Compulsory registration is support- 
ed g various patriotic organizations 
and by the department of labor. The 
American Federation of Labor has 
favored voluntary registration on the 
ground that it would protect aliens 
who are legally resident here. Op- 
| ponents of any registration insist that 
if compulsory, it would institute a 
system of governmental espionage, and 
_if voluntary, it would prove utterly 
| impracticable.

Reichsbank President Cancels 
Passage to United States ‘‘For 
the Present’”—Europe Goes 
Wild Over Sound Movies. 
More than 4,950 The- 
aters Are Equipped 
for Talkies. 


Dr. Hans Luther, president. of the 
reichsbank, has cancelled his passage 
to the United States “for the pres- 
ent.” 

American business leaders, who 


have been preparing for this visit of 
the former German chancellor, suc- 


cessor to Dr. Hjalmar Schacht as 
president of the reichsbank, will be 


surprised at this announcement. 

Just what caused this sudden 
change in Dr. Luther’s plans has not 
been stated, but many factors may 
have influenced him. ‘The vote of 
confidence in Premier Bruening at his 
first reichstag test may have led Dr. 
Luther to decide to remain in Ger- 
many until the more important [fi- 
nancial questions involved in the dras- 
tic cuts in government expenses have 
been taken care of. Another factor 
may have been the possible embarrass- 


‘ment caused by the omission of some 


of the larger American banking houses 
in the new $125,000,000 German 
short-time loan. 

No matter what the reason was, 


the proposed meeting of the central | 


bank leaders of the world in New 
York is very likely to be called off. 
Eugene Meyer, governor of the fed- 
eral reserve board, announced almost 
immediately after his appointment, 
that he could not attend any meetings 
of central bank leaders. However, 
with Dr. Luther absent, New York 
federal reserve banks officials can 
confer with the officials of the Bank 
of England and the Bank of France. 

And it is not at all sure yet that 
the governor of the Bank of France 
will attend.

Jones is a salaried man, making $400 
a month, with living expenses of 3300 
a month. So he agrees to pay $100 a 
month towards liquidating his indebt- 
edness, 

Now let’s suppose that this note 
was made just before the break last 
fall. Mr. Jones’ stock keeps drop-

TRADING 1S. APPROVED 


Method Necessary inFarm 
Marketing. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 22.—()— 
The maintenance of commodity ex- 
change trading as an essential meth- 
od in the efficient marketing of ag- 
ricultural products has been over- 
whelmingly approved by more than 
2700 members of the United States 
Chamber of -Commerce. 

Approval was voted by Chambers 
of Commerce and trade associations 
of every state of the union in a re- 
ferendum conducted by the national 
organization. Four recommendations 
centering around commodity exchange 
trading were indorsed and now be- 
come part of the policy of the United 
States Chamber. 

The result of the referendum, made 
publie today, show 2,687 Chambers 
of Commerce and trade associations 
favored supporting commodity  ex- 
change trading with 111 in opposi- 
tion. 

A recommendation that trading in 
futures on commodity exchanges 
supported received 2,5°7 votes. 


The proposal that “intelligent and 
wisely regulated speculative buying 
and selling on commodity. exchanges 
should be supported as a necessary 


factor in the economic distribution of 
agricultural products” was approved 
2,580 to 199. 

The fourth recommendation—that 
commodity exchanges should adopt | 
such changes in their rules and regula- 
tions as will promote not only the) 
interest of the producer, the merchant | 
and the manufacturer of agricultural | 
commodities but also the general wel- | 
fare of the public,” received 2,740 1-2 
votes with 69 1-2 against.

Shenandoah Valley, Espe- 
cially, Suffers, Atlantan 
Finds. 


Drouth conditions, especially in the 
Shenandoah valley, appalled Charles 
J. Haden, who with Mrs. Haden has 
just returned from an extensive mo- 
tor trip through several eastern states, 
with the suffering of the _ and 
the withered pastures and half de- 
4 0s crops. | 

“Reginning in the vicinity of York, 
Pa.” Mr. aden said nesday, 
“the effects of the drouth are visible, 
growing worse as one travels south- 
ward. Conditions are serious through- 
out Maryland. The Shenandoah valley 


and the entire state of Virginia have | 


suffered severely. And the drouth 
continues. Only in spots, and spar- 
ingly even then, have any rains fallen. 

“Newspaper reports fail to express 
the suffering which the people have 
endured. Water is being hauled in 
most cases for miles, not only for the 
people but for live stock. Most of 
the small streams are dry. South- 
ern Delaware suffered considerably, 
but not so much as points further 
south. The drouth area extends 40 
or 50 miles inside the northern boun- 
dary of North Carolina. 

“One familiar with the beauty and 
plenty which have made the Shenan- 
doah valley famous would be startled 
to see the withered pastures and half- 
developed corn. Relief through the fed- 
eral government has been unduly slow, 
mainly because of red tape entangle- 
ments. The people are too proud to 
complain, and endure with Spartan 
heroism.” 


Georgia Widow, 
Nabbed at Train,

* When Mrs. Tiney Loudermilk, 35, 
of Mt. Airy, Ga., boarded a local

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U.S. Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals Hands Down Opin- 
ion on Will of Beloved 
Atlantan. 


The United States circuit court of 
appeals has handed down an opinion 
and order in the case of “Susan 
Young Egan and Marion M. Jackson, 
as executors of the will of John J. 
Eagan, versus commissioner of inter- 
nal revenue,” holding that the trust 
created by the will of John J. Eagan 
“is exclusively charitable and _ its 
value should be deducted in arriving 
at the net value of his estate for taxa- 
tion.” 

This is of interest not only to the 
people of this state where John J. 
Fagan lived, was known and beloved, 
not only in Alabama where his indus- 
trial work was carried on, but to all 
people who are interested in the im- 


agan Trust Held Charitable 
And Deductible From Taxes

Mr. Eagan in his will bequeathed 
all of the shares of common stock of 
the American Cast Iron re Se 
pany to the members of the rd of 
management and to the members of 
the board of operatives of the Ameri- 
can Cast Iron Pipe Company and 
their successors in office, in trust. The 
will directed the trustees “to receive 
all dividends paid upon the stock and 
use so much of the dividends thus re- 
ceived as trustees in their discretion 
as they may deem advisable in sup- 
plementing the salaries and wages of 
the employes of the American Cast 
Iron Pipe Company in amounts suf- 
ficient in the judgment of the trustees 
to insure to each of said employes an 
income equivalent to a ‘living wage,’ 
the trustees,to be the sole judges of 
what constitutes a ‘living wage’ and 
of the amount, if any, to be paid to 
each of said employes.” 


Payment from Dividends.: 
The will also directed the trustees 
to pay such sums from the dividends | 
received upon the stock as they might | 


deem advisable “an income 


employe, or to the wife and children 
of any employe of the American Cast 
Iron Pipe Company at such times as 
the plant of the company may shut 
down for any cause, or at such times 
as said employe, through no fault of 
his or her own, but through accident, 
sickness or other unavoidable cause, 
shall be unable to work.” 


The provisions of the will included 
not only the employe but the wife and 
child or the wife and children of the 
employe. 

The court held that each of the 
purposes of the will “is clearly charit- 
able in the colloquial sense” and that 
the fact “that the beneficiaries are 
limited to the employes for the time 
being of a single company does not so 
restrict the charity as to defeat it in 
the legal sense. Mr. Eagan’s estate 
having parted with all of his stock. 
there was no selfish interest to be 
served. The gift not being to particu- 
lar individuals but to a shifting class, 
is not a mere private bounty.” 

Trust for Employes. 

At the time of Mr. Eagan’s death 
there were 1,470 employes of the 
American Cast Iron Pipe mpany 
and they and their dependents num- 


bered about 6,000 persons. The court 
held that “a trust for their relief | 
in the ways specified meets the gen-| 


eral tests for a public charity in a 


legal sense.” 
The value of the stock bequeathed | 
was fixed by the government at about 


$113,000 to the government. This de- 
cision holds that the government can- 
not collect this tax, but it goes much 
further than that, It takes recogni- 
tion of the fact that the vast changes 
in the industrial life of the country 
have brought a new sense of duties 
from employer to employe and that 
the fulfillment of that obligation is 
to be fostered and preserved to the 
end that the gap between employer 
and employe may be narrowed; and 
that example may be given to the 
world of the fact that employes can 
themselves control and manage a cor- 
poration in a fair and equitable man- 
ner. 


It is also recognition of the fact 
that the man who labors with his 
hands is entitled at the hands of in- 
dustry to a reasonable and living 
wage and that his reasonable protec- 
tion is a part of the burden which 
that industry should bear. This de- 
cision makes the will of John J. 
Eagan take high place among those 
efforts which have been made to bet- 
ter the cause of humanity. 

The decision was rendered by Judge 
Samuel H. Sibley. Cireuit Judges 
Bryan and Foster and District Judge 
Sibley composed the court. Counsel 
for the plaintiff were Alston, Alston, 
Foster & Moise and W. H. Sibley.

No indication has been given re- 
garding the details of the construction 
plan or the categories in which the 
board expects to build first.

The board recently settled on a 
submarine design which would displace 
between 1,000 and 1,300 tons. In 
this category the United States, on 
completion of two remaining V-boats, 
will be equipped with nine V and eley- 
en S-type boats which will not be 


over-age- at the expiration of the 
treaty. Within the 52,700 tons allow- 
ed the United States, the program 
calls for gradual] replacement construc- 
tion of the approximately 25,000 tons 
remaining which come over the age 
limit of 13 years before the treaty ex- 
pires. 

In the battleship division board 
members have recommended moderni- 
zation of the New Mexico, Mississippi 
and Idaho and modernization of cer- 
tain other dreadnaughts over the con- 
struction period. 

The treaty allows the United States 
180,000 tons of eight-inch-gun cruis- 
ers. Of that amount 140,000 tons 
already are built or building. One 
more 10,000-ton, eight-inch-gun cruis- 
er may be built immediately. - The 
three remaining vessels of this cate- 


gory cannot be laid down until 1933, |

_Attention of all art lovera of the 
city is called to the exceptionally in- 
teresting exhibit of sculpture by Dr. 
Joseph Klein, on view this week.in 
the auditorium gallery of the High 
Museum of Art at 1262 Peachtree 
Street, which is open to _ visitors 
daily. 

In reviewing this collection, Mr. 
Skidmore, director of the museum, 
points out the unusually fine mod- 
several of Dr. Klein’s 


ticular local interest, as they have 
been executed gince Dr. Klein’s ar- 
rival in Atlanta about six months ago. 
One of these is a group in bas-relief, 
“The Foul Blow,” a pugilist at the 
moment of knockout, shown in entire- 
ty as representative of the conten- 
tious spirit of humanity, while re- 
ligion and progress are sketchily sug- 
gested in the opponent’s feet and legs 
at different angles. This piece is 
highly symbolic and extremely mod- 
ernistic in design. ‘The irregular sur- 
face treatment gives a quality of light 
and shade, also to be noted in sev- 
eral other works, which make this 
group vibrate with life and feeling. 
Another piece to which Mr. Skid- 
more calls particular attention is a 
full-life figure of a callow youth— 


‘entitled “The Awakening of Youth’— 
‘in which there is a deft comingling 


of the qualities of youth and man- 
hood and a tenseness of expression, 
subtly suggesting the mental struggle 
of youth. Mr. Skidmore highly com- 


mends Dr. Klein’s sensitive handling | 


of this most unusual subject, which 


'is well worth more than casual study. 


A number of plaques and portrait 


busts, in more conservative style, show 
the unusual versatility of Dr. Klein's 
art and add to the interest of the 
collection. 

The sculptor, Dr. Joseph Klein, 
was born in the vicinity of Munich 


and has studied widely in the acad- 
emies of Germany, France, Belgium 
and Italy, as well as in the United 
States. He came to Atlanta from 
Palm Beach and Jacksonville and ex- 
pects later to establish a studio in 
New York. A great many visitors 
to the museum will view his collec- 
tion this week between the hours of 
2. to 12 o’clock anc from 1 until 4 
o'clock daily throughout the week:

Women bearing the first child are 
nowadays usually eager for instruc. 
tions as to what changes are occur- 
ring and what is the proper care of 
the body during that period. During 
later pregnancies they have-learned by 
experience and previous reading and 
are less apprehensive. 


The following books are recommend- 
ed for reading by the expectant 
mother : 


“The Prospective Mother,” by Dr, 
J. Morris Slemons. (Published by D, 
Appleton & Co., second edition). 

“Approaching Motherhood,” by Dr, 
George lL. Brodhead. (Published by 
Paul Hocber, Ine. New York). 

“Healthy Mothers,” by Dr. Jo- 
sephine 8S. Baker. (Federal Publish- 
ing Co., Minneapolis, Minn.) 

These books all take up the ques- 
tions every woman asks far more 
fully than is possible within the lim- 
its of a newspaper article. Many 
subjects, of course, are uf so per- 
sonal a character that it is generally 
considered to be bad taste to publish 
them in-a newspaper. 


Exercise is generally recommend- 
ed. But this depends on circum- 
stances. If the mother is weak, easily 
tired, has been a good deal exhausted 
by the first months of pregnancy, it 
should be replaced by rest. Many 
women have had to stay in bed dur- 
ing the whole period, and have gone 
through the delivery with no trouble. 

But if the mother feels well, and 
is vigorous and strong, daily exer- 
cise is highly beneficial. Walking is 
the best form of it. During the last 
two months it should be greatly 
lessened. 


The care of the teeth should be 
given especial attention. There is an 
old proverb, “for every child a tooth.” 
This may have had some point in 
(lays of ignorance and superstition, 
but is certainly not necesary true 
now. DPossible because the demands 
on the mother’s body for calcium to 
give to the baby causes her teeth to 
be attacked, or more probably be- 
cause of the regurgitation of acid 
stomach juice getting into slight 
cavities, it is true the teeth are 
peculiarly liable to decay during the 
pregnant period. Regular visits to 
your dentist are more necessary now 
than at any other time of adult life, 

Daily bathing also is more im- 
portant than ever. The skin is an 
organ of elimination, and since the 
expectant mother must eliminate for 
two, it must be kept especially clear 
and fresh. A tepid tub or shower 
bath is advised—neither hot or cold. 

Clothes need not be ugly. Loose 
and comfortable—the French word 
for pregnancy, enciente, means un- 
bound—is all science demands. It 
is unnecessary for the expectant 
mother to look “reformed” or like 
Raymond Duncan or Mahatma 
Gandhi.

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CHICK MEEHAN 
DEVELOPES NEW 
MARCHING SHIFT 


Highly Original and Dis- 
tinctive System of Tac- 
tics Used by N. Y. U. 


By Parke H. Davis. 


EASTON, Pa., Oct. 22.—New York 
University 38, Missouri 0. Such is 
the score that will take its place in 
the records indicative of this game at 
the Yankee stadium last Saturday aft- 
ernoon. But what a wealth of foot- 
ball technique these figures will fail 
to preserve and to convey. John Mee- 
han, affectionately known as “Chick” 
to thousands of followers of the -ame, 
presented in the formations and plays 
of New York University, of which he 
is the coach, a highly original, dis- 
tinctive and comprehensive system of 
tactics. 

The most conspicuous feature of 
this system is the “marching shift,” 
which precedes all offensive forma- 
tions and plays. Seven of “Chick’s” 
men line up four yards behind the 
line of scrimmage, with their backs 
to the line. Two of the backs face 
this line but stand four feet farther 
back. One of the other two backs 
stand at the end and between these 
two lines, this making an elongated 
eclipse, with all players facing in, 

NEW STYLE HUDDLE. 

This, in reality, is an orderly “hud- 
dle,” but with the faces of all players 
in plain view of the spectators. The 
player assigned to direct the plays, 
calls the signal numerically. When all 
is ready he signals with his hand, 
and the eleven men, in military unison 
and precision execute an individual 
left wheel, and taking four steps, in 
perfect unison, the last being a short 
leap, land in their ultimate positions 
in the playing formation, and instant- 
ly the ball and men move into action. 

No wheel to the right was executed 
Saturday, but the shift sometimes de- 
livered four men to the right of the 
center and at other times four men 
to the left, thus effecting the familiar 
“long” and “short” sides. This shift 
of the strength in the line was inge- 
niously accomplished by using two dif- 
ferent forwards as centers or snapper- 
baaks. In other words, instead of 
moving the wings, Meehan assigns the 
snapping of the ball to another player. 

TWO FORMATIONS. 

The ultimate formation Saturday 
was either the well-known off-center 
tandem or the kick forntation. Mee- 
han forms his men in the tandem more 
closely and compactly than usual and 
keeps them so in executing the plays. 
This gives New York’s plays the ap- 
pearance of great solidity. On the 
sweeps and other plays to the out- 
side or near the outside, Meehan em- 
ploys linemen in the interference. 

From this tandem formation New 
York sends the fullback into the cen- 
ter, or caused him to receive the ball, 
run backwatd and then hurl forward 
passes, or faking right or left execute 
these hurls; or at times to running 
left or right to make a double pass 
to another back. ‘i
